Tn presenting this, our Third Annual Report. we take 
pride in the fact, which is now acknowledged by all, that 
we have one of the best schools to be found in New Eng- 
land, proving that the new sysiem, when backed by the 
citizens, as it has been in our town, is all that its most 


*ardent supporters claimed for it, and if rightly managed 


is sure to place our schools throughout the state in the 
most flourishing condition. 

In the wank: which we have heen so ennestly and 
heartily engaged, while it has not all been sunshine, for 
there is hardly a day, however beautiful, that does not 
have some cloud to dim its splendor, we have at all times 
had the earnest support of a very large m: jority of all 
our people, who have given to us not only their encourag- 
ing words but what ever sums of money we have ¢: alled for, 


bith in support of schools and the building and repairing 
> wo 


of our school houses, until at the end of three short years 
we find the houses not only more commodious than 
ever before, but all the schools in first-class condition with 
acorps of excellent teachers and the pupils, asa whole, 
well behaved and striving to do the work that is required 
of them, to advance from grade to grade until they shall 
have accomplished the full course of study? and leaving 
the High School, hecome fitted for any of the ordinary 


business of life. Since the building of the new school 


house in the Peabody district, which was such an 


absolute necessity, the two schools there have been 
wonderfully bettered in their condition. The house, at 


the cost, as reported heretofore, while it exceeded, ina 


small sum, the amount appropriated for our use, is the 
‘least that could have been constructed for the wants of 


the cost as little as possible. We found that more land 
was absolutely necessary for the increased prosperity of 
the district, and, through the generous offer of Miss Ann 


that district and the utmost cee Be Wits aoe ti: make y 


Lary, a strip ‘of land wes ee on the east and north | 


side of the lot, the only consideration being that a new 


feuce shall be built around the lot, and kept in repair free

of expense to Miss mee , for the lease of this extra land 
so lung as it ls used for school house purposes ; thismust be 
done as soon as it can be with the opening spring. 
‘There will also be a need of putting another-coat of paint 
upon that house, and the village school-house also neecs 
paiating, which are the only present necessary repairs, 
except that in the Ist Intermediate school room, Miss 


Eanes’ departineat, the seats are sully out of repair and 


ean hardly siand another year’s use without serious 
difficulty and great injury to that department. We re- 
commend that nev seats be at once furnished in that 
room, for use at the next term. Ree eye pes 
The High Seaoolis the prite of our village, and will 
rank amoag the dest institutions in all our Stite. It 
needs an assista tom tke the work more thorough, and 
give more time to the various. classes taught therein ; 
this need will increase as the school increases in numbers, 
coming from the lower grades aol from tuition pupils 
outside the town, and must sooner or later be considered. 
We refer to the report of Mr. Rogers, hereto annexed, as 
showing more of the work of tlig High School. There 
hive been very few cases of suspension during the year, 
and those only after repeated trials and because they were 
necessary for the welfare of the whole school. We trust 
the coming year will find no occasion for another, and 
that both parent and scholar, fecling the need of the best 
schools, and that their sympathy and aid is ever essential 
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to Bice government and punctual ttendmice: will unite 
with the Board, and with the teachers, in the fullest 
manner possible in all the work, and lie wud keepour 
Gorham schools the pride of our “hiountain retreat.

REPORT OF INSTRUCTION IN THE HIGH 
er a SOHOUL, 
GENTLEMEN OF THE SCHOOL Boarp :— 

In accordauce with jour wish, 1 make the following 
report of instruction in the High School for the thiee 
terms included ini the fiscal year just closed. 11 is hoped 
that it will serve the purpose of informing the friends ot 
the school more fully than visits to the school would do, 
of the nature of the work in the highest department of the 
public schools. 

At the opening of the year, in the spring term ot 1888, 
the school contained 3 classes und 27 scholars, with an 
average daily attendance of 25. All the pupils of tue school 
have been required, throughout the year, to tuke part in 
the following general exercises: Study of Spelling and 
Definitions from Webster’s Academic Dictionary, one 
exercise each week. Writing of Compositions on assign- 
ed subjects, once in two weeks, Declamations, twice a 
term for each pupil, and occasional exercises in Mental 
Arithmetic. 

Of the 27 scholars, eight were in the graduating class. 
For these, since the course of study for the High School 
adopted in September 1887, could not be seinon) follow- 
ed, care was taken to select those studies which would

general information. With this end in view, havingcom- 


pleted a course of 30 weeks in Geometry, they were — 


taught the elements of Geology from Dana’s Geological 


Story Briefly Told. The study was illustrated somewhat 


by specimens of minerals and rocks loaned by Mr. A. 8. 


Twitchell. A course’ of 25 weeks in Natural Philosophy — 


‘ 


was followed by a course of 15 weeks in Astronomy. A 


course of 20 weeks in English Literature was continued 


from the preceding term, instruction being given by 
means of lectures and from Kellogg’s English Literature 
as a text book. The members of this class showed com- 
mendable zeal in study ; and their proficiency was above 
that of the average high school pupils, as attested by the 


average rank for written examinations, 82 per cent, and, 


that for daily recitations, 94 per cent. 
The exercises of graduation were held J une 22d at the 


Opera House. 


The class next lower in grade— " hiftd Class—numbered . 


11. This class was instructed in Physical Geography, 


and a 380 weeks’ course in Geometry was commenced, 


with Brooks Geometry and Trigonometry as a text book. 
Six members of the class began’ the study of Science of 
Government, while the remaining 5 continued their 


course i in Latin, PEAS le beet Caesar’s Commentaries on the 


Gallic War. - 
The Fourth Class numbered 8. The studies of this 


class had been made to conform to the adopted curriculum 
of studies. Accordingly the 3-term courses in Algebra, 


Rhetoric and General History were brought to completion — 


this term. 
The school reassembling on the 23d of August, 


: numbered 27. ‘Thirteen had entered the school by pro- 
moiton ; one had entered as a tuition-student from another 
town and two from districts of the town outside of the

~ left without graduating. There were but three classes 
in school as in the previous term, there being no graduat- 
‘ing class. For the two following terms the Second and 
Third classes have been taught the elements of C hemistry. 

‘A course of 20 weeks has been devoted to this study with 
Cooley’s New Chemistry as a text-book and occasional 
illustrations and experiments by means of apparatus and 
chemicals furnished by the School Board. The Latin 
division of the Second Class completed the translation of 
four books of Caesar’s Commentaries and Cicero’s first 
Oration against Catiline. The other division of the class 
completed the study of Science of Government, includ- 
ing the general principles of municipal and inte: national 
law, together witha review of U. 8. History beginning 
with the Revolution. The coursein Geometry was made 
to include five weeks’ study of logarithms and Plane 
Trigonometry with practical application in Surveying. 
The Third Class has been given the prescribed 20 weeks 
- course ir Chemistry mentioned above, and two terms in 
Physiology, which has not been completed tor want of 
time. 


mar School, has been instructed in Algebra 20 weeks— 
to be completed; in Grammar and Rhetoric 20 weeks- - 
to be completed. Four of the class study preparatory 
Latin. while the remainder of the class have been in- 
structed in Ancient History, trom Swinton’s Outlines of 
the World’s History. 
- This report constitutes the catalogue ot school labors 
_ up to date. A great need, felt in all the departments of 
~ our schools, is more time; for by reason of the shortness 
f of the terms, much of the work is crowded and _ less 
thorough than it should be. It is earnestly hoped and
